The Assorted Oilstone Box, which we illustrate herewith, is 
attractively gotten up, and contains an assortment of oilstones 
that should readily meet with sale. It is not too large to be 
placed on a counter, its measurements being 16J/2 in. long by 
in. wide by in. deep. Each case contains a supply of printed 
matter for free distribution. A box of this kind enables the 
dealer to carry a small, choice assortment of goods, attractively 
displayed. To get the same assortment of goods in any other 
way, at equal prices, would entail a larger investment, take up 
more valuable room on the shelves or counter, and even then, not 
be in as attractive shape. Each stone is plainly marked with 
selling price, name and purpose for which it is best adapted, thus 
enabling the dealer to sell, and the purchaser to buy, intelligently. 

In the “Oilstone booklet,” a liberal supply of which accompa¬ 
nies each box, is the following: 

“The first point to be considered in selecting an oilstone is the 
purpose for which it is required; many mechanics make the com¬ 
mon mistake of expecting one oilstone to answer all purposes. 
It would be just as reasonable for a carpenter to use a coarse- 
tooth saw on fine cabinet work, as to expect a coarse-grained, 
fast-cutting oilstone to impart a fine razor edge.”

The list of articles, with retail 
price of each, is plainly printed on the inside of the cover, which, 
when the box is open, is in plain view of the customer. 

The Assorted Scythe stone box, which is also illustrated here¬ 
with, is on the same general style as the Oilstone box and 
measures 10^ inches long by 12 inches wide by ioj4 inches deep. 
This box contains one dozen each of six different kinds of scythe 
stones and eight “Corundum” scythe stones. In the inside of the 
cover is an attractively printed card, on which is set forth the 
names and uses of the different scythe stones and the retail prices 
of each. A more detailed description of these goods is given 
in the folders, a supply of which is carried on the inside of the 


cover. The introduction to this folder is interesting; it reads as 
follows: 

“Eighty-two years ago, way back in the hills of Old New 
Haihpshire, was discovered a ledge of rock, the pieces of which 
when used on a knife or scythe, demonstrated its wonderful 
cutting qualities. A primitive mill was erected; women and chil¬ 
dren worked at the rubbing wheels shaping the stones for the 
market. When finished the stones were peddled about the sur¬ 
rounding country and even were sent down the Connecticut 
River to the great city. 

“Year by year their name and fame spread; the little mill was 
supplanted by a larger one; this in turn gave away to another and 
still the sale of this remarkable stone increased. Year succeeded 
year and with each succeeding year came larger sales. One line 
of Scythestones was not sufficient to meet trade demands. From 
other parts of New Hampshire came stones of different grit, but 
of equal merit. From across the river in Vermont came another
